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PREFACE. 


N the preſent unſettled and affecting Situation of 
Europe, it may be proper to premiſe an Apology 
for this repeated Intruſion, on ſuch à ſtale and 
I diſtaſteful Subject: Inſtead of being read, we may 
Poſſibly be told, there is Much ado about Nothing, 
and a tedious Debate concerning an Enterprize that 
has terminated (at the beſt) in Emptineſs and Di. 
appointment. Even many who judge a Retroſpeion 
into important Mijcarriages right and prudent, may 
confider the Retreat of a little Army from a ſingle 
Fortreſs, where our Loſs of Men indeed was not 
very conſiderable, as too minute and remote for their 
Attention, at this Funtture. | | 

And yet perhaps, on a ſtrifter Inſpection, this A 
fair may appear more intereſting and curious than we 
at firſt imagined it. I we conſider, that the Poſſeſſion 
of Auguſtine would have made the great Bay of Mexico 
the Southern Boundary of the Britiſh Empire, on the 
American Continent.: That it muſt have ſecur d it 
from all Apprebenſions of the Spaniards by Land: 
That it muſt bave expos'd their Galleons, who are di- 
refted by Lights on that Coaſt, to further Difficulties 
and Obſtructions iu their Paſſage. thro' the Gulf 
Stream, in Time of War: That it muſt have made all 
the Florida Indians dependant on our Friendſhip, and 
have extended our Trade, while it enlarg d our Fron- 
tier, e ſhall probably conclude the Abortion of this 
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a The NE FACE. * 
Euter prize by no means inſignificant. And the more 

Mttmately we reflett on the particular Conduct thas 
caus d its Defeat, our Curioſity and Surprize muſt be 
the more effectually exercis'd. 

Wherefore I am no-wife- af yiſh'd to obſerve Per- 
ſons, who are oblig'd to the C nduttor of that Exped:- 
lion for their preſent Advancement, endeavouring to ex- 
tenuate the Validity of an * Enquiry, ſo little to his 
Advantage; fince their future Proſpects ſcem equally 
ſpnetted to him. They are, no doubt, very heartily dif- 
pos d to confider the Legiſlature, that authoriz'd that 
Enquiry, as invidious and prejudic'd;, and the Perſons 
who atteſted, or kept a Journal of thoſe memorable Oc- 
rurrentes, as ſeroile and dependant": And bence they 
would gladly induce the World" to agree with them, that 
little or no Credit is due to ſuch an Inqueſt, and ſuch 
Atreſtations. Theſe muſt be allow'd to be no very baſh- 
ful er - diffident Advances; bat cobat elſe can be at- 
tempted - againſt invincible Truth and Fat? People who 
are cver-power'd, and can do very little, may ſtill de- 
monſtrate «what they wiſh, and how much. they dare. 

It happens that the Objection from Dependance is not 
auly very frivolaus in this Caſe, but eſcapes from theſe 
Gentlemen with a peculiar id Grace. There was ſuth a 
Conſciouſneſs. at Georgia of the groſs and viſible Errors 
of this Siege, that, to prevent this publick Survey ef it, 
no Arts were omitted; and by which, thro the Intercur- 
rence of ſome Accidents, it was confiderably procraſtinated. 
Flowever, it was at length effected and publiſh'd for the 
Information of the Inhabitants, who were not a little 
thagrin'd, at the Diſappomtment of an Enterprize, they 
bad ſo quſtly at Heart; and which: they have little Proſ- 
pect of reviving again, on ſo promiſing @ Foundation + + 
And now the late Abuſes levell'd at that Province, from 
Frederica,. have made .a Republication of it expedient 
here. Bodies of Men, like the Individuals that compoſe 
them, are not inſenſible of Abuſe, nor wholly inappetent 
of juſt Reputation: But eſpecially where the Quality of .

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à Cenſurer may inforce his Aſperfions, they will; as 
Truth enables them, repel an unmerited Ignominy to its 
real Source and Cauſes. And ſuch Fuſtifications of their 
own Conduct neceſſarily become a Pledge to thein Supe- 
riors, of their Inclination and Ability, to evince aud ap- 
ply the real Errors, that were productive of an ill 
Event, if ever it ſhould be judg d material enough 
for their ſupreme Conſideration and Enquiry. But if, 
contrary to the Proverb, which entitles the Loſer. to 
ſpeak, the Sufferers . muſt be filent to every Falſhood, and 
paſſruve of each Indignity, becauſe *tis poſſible they may be 
embitter'd by them, there Tian End of all Complaint 
Aud if the Evidences of Falls "muſt be rejected, for being 
Members of. the ſame Community, there is à Bar to all 
Examination. The Guilty only could be ſecur d by fuch a 
pernicious and irrational Syſtem, . ſince he ought to eſcape, 
ai an Idiot, who could deviſe no Objection to the Com- 
plainants, their Evidences, or even the Auditors who 
ſhould hear them with any Credit or Attention. 
But not to ſuppoſe the poſſible Prevalence of ſuch Ab- 
ſurdity, wwe ſhall further obſerve, that when that Re 
port was made, there had been à very ſufficient Interve! © 
for People to cool: And long before the Examinations and 
Depoſitions annex d to it were taken, the Carolina Regi- 
ment was broke and paid off, and all Perſons ſworn on 
this Account vere as much A pa as Men living 
under à free Government, that has very little to give or 
confer, can be fuppos'd. The Secretary, whoſe Journal 
bas been particularly objeftr, d, was. not put in by the 
Colonel, but the Province: He could have no Expetta- 
tion of any further Pro;totion, as his Objectors have, 
and dy d before the Enquiry was. made. The principal 
Officers, and many of the ſubordinate, were Men of good 
ircumſtances and Account in the Colony, .whaſe Pay 
was, in Reality, their ſmalleſt Inducement to the Expe- 
dition. No Gentleman in the Adminiſtration there is 
arbitrary enough to exact the. Aſent of his. Inferiors to 
Bis own. Wall, ar Opinion, rigbt or wrong; as the 
obſequious Clenching every wild Propaſition of à Superior 
is little underſtoed, or prattis'd, among them. 0

O begin with the ſingular Title of this 
Performance, it does not appear by any 
Proofs or Diſcoveries which a Man might 
juitly expect from it, that the Author 
might not, with equal Propriety, have enti- 
fled it the Frederica Legend, the Georgia Conſtellation, 
or any thing elſe more remote, But the Truth is, that 
the Word Spaniſb is a very faſhionable Epithet at 
Frederica, for every Perſon who preſumes to confi» 
der Facts, and has not an implicit Belief in his 
Excellency's Glory and good Conduct; in Conſe» 
quence of which I owe this Writer even an Ac» 
knowledgment, for ranking, me with ſame very good 
Company. In a Daily Poſt of ſome Months 

and in ſome other Paper, it was induſtnouſly pubs 
tiſh'd, © That it appear d by Letters found in the 
© Pocket of a Spaniſh Colonel, kill'd upon the late 
* Invaſion of Georgia, that the Governor of a Neigh - 
© bouring Province had conſpir d to betray Georgia 
© to the Spaniards.” This extraordinary Intelligence 
appear d to come from a Gentleman in Virginia to

expreſsly wrote, the Governour of Carolina, which the 
Printer ſoften'd into a Neighbouring Province; from 
which Alteration ſome indifferent, Perſons have affur'd 
me they underſtood it, the Governor of Georgia. The 
Gentleman in Virginia, muſt, in all Probability, have 
had this Account, either from ſome Perſon preſent 
at that Invaſion, or one who had an intimate Cor» 
reſpondent at Georgia. Edmund Atkin, Eſq; a Mem- 
ber of his Majeſty's Honourable Council in Carolina, 
who was one of the Committee appointed to report 
on the Auguſtine Expedition, and who was particu- 
larly careful in digeſting it, was aſpers'd by the Arts 
of ſome Frederica Agents, as keeping up a Spaniſb 
Correſpondence in Time of War. Mr. William Stir- 
ling, after having ſunk his Fortune in Georgia, retreated 
to Charles Town, (a) from whence he embark'd as a 
Quarter-Maſter, in the Pay of Carolina, upon the Aſ- 
ſiſtance that Province ſent the General on the late In- 
vaſion. He had been impriſon'd the latter End of 
laſt March near eight Month's by the General, under 
a Serjeant's Guard, and under which he is probably 
confin'd to this Time, without being able to procure 
any certain Account of his Crime, tho' he petition'd 
and wrote to him for that Purpoſe. His Excellency 
made no Anſwer to him, but gave out to others then 
there, that he had maintain'd a long Correſpondence 
with the Spaniards, and was a Spy, and the Priſoner 
reiterating his Petitions for a Hearing or Tryal, His 
Excellency anſwer'd verbally, © That his Crime was of

a ſpeedy Tryal, to which they anſwer' d, They were 
ignorant of his Crime or Confinement, and that he 


* muſt be releas'd by thoſe who impriſon'd him.“ 


And upon their deſiring the Officer to report him 
no longer as their Priſoner, nor to uſe their Names on 
that Account, he was next Morning return'd ; Wil- 


iam Stirling, confin'd by the General, at the Requeſt + 


* of the Magiſtrates of Savannab, which Magiſtrates 
never return'd any Anſwer to his Applications for a 
Tryal, or Knowledge of his Crime. A Rumour was now 


ſpread, that he was indebted to the Truſtees, and had 
forfited a Recognizance; and upon his Petitioning for 


a little Meat, having been hitherto allow'd' only 
Bread and Water, he was: anſwer' d, That if no- 
thing leſs wou'd ſerve him, he ſhould have 4 
© Rope greas d with Fat of Meat, which he might 
* uſe if he pleas'd.* It has even been ſuggeſted 
here, that ſome Ladies of Faſhion and Character, 
marry'd to Officers of his Excellency's Regiment, 
were ſuſpected to. favour the Spaniards. A Letter 
of Capt. Mactintoſb s, publiſh'd in a News-paper 
ſome Years ago, is ſuppos'd at Frederica, to be put 
in his Name by ſome Friend to Spain: And laſtly, the 


Author of the Account of the famous Siege of 


Auguſtine is detected to be a Spaniſh Hireling. 
Indeed it cannot be deny'd, that there is much the 
fame Proof and Probability of all our Guilt ; and ſuch 
is the Accuſation, that a ſerious Deſign of refuting it 
might well be thought ridiculous. However, as .the 
Authors of ſuch weak Aſperſions muſt imagine that 
ſome would credit them, I ſhall briefly obſerve ; 
That the Lieutenant Governor of South Carolina 
has ever been a remarkable Friend to the Province 
of Georgia: In its. firſt Settlement he aſſiſted , them 
with a great deal of his Time and Advice, with the 
Labour of ſeveral of his Slaves and Sawyers; and in- 
deed was never wanting in any Good-offices to the 
Colony. His Fidelity and Good Conduct I never 
underſtood to have been queſtion*d by his Majeſty 
or his Miniſtry here, but rather approy'd;. and for his 
q 2 -- perſonal 
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perſonal Character, as many as have the Pleaſure of 
knowing him, will acquit me of Flattery, in ſaying, 
that he is a Gentleman of great Probity and Virtue; 
hoſpitable and eafy, prudent and indetatigable, hav- 
ing his whole Intereft in a Country, whoſe intended 
Barrier he is feign'd to conſpire againſt, Mr. Atkin 
is a Gentleman of Good Fame, and the Report, now 
reprinted, will beſt evince his Zeal and Loyalty to 
his Prince, and his Deteſtation of all thoſe, whoſe 
Conduct he may think to have fallen ſhort of their 
Duty to him. Mr. Stirling is the Brother of Sit 
James Stirling of Glorat, in Scotland. As he was con- 
fin'd in Georgia after the late Invaſion, tis probable 
he never ſaw a Spaniard, and there are not a few in 
London, who would .readily engage, he never correſ- 
ponded with one. I believe we ſhall all agree to 
acquit the Ladies. The Author of the Letter, which 
Lieut. Mackay ſuppoſes a Spaniſh Plot, can be at 
little Loſs -to acquir himſelf; and I ſhall venture to 
appeal to my impartial Account of the Siege for my 
own Defence; which, nevertheleſs, muſt be the only 
Evidence he can produce of my Treaſon and Hire- 
ling ſbip; tho I cannot recollect a ſingle Compliment 
or Service intended them throughout the Pamphlet, 
to which I refer. | 
There is truly. ſomething ſo romantically ridiculous 
in this ordinary Practice of conjuring up Spies at Fre- 
derica, that it is difficult to mention it with any Gra- 
vity. And it may be alledg' d in its Extenuation, that 
if People muſt indulge the Spirit of Malice and Slan- 
der, there is a Kind of Charity in uttering none of the 
credible Sort. There is ſome Propriety in this odd 
Title too, as it fills us with no great Expectations of 
Truth, but is full as extravagant as many Paſſages in 
the Work it dignifies. 55 
As I readily overlook this Gentleman's unneceſſary 
Epithets and Compliments to my ſelf, I ſhall obſerve 
firſt, that he charges me, Page 4, with a moſt noto- 
rious Falſhood in ſaying, that Col. Moore took the 
© Town of St, Auguſtine with little or no Loſs. For

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my Juſtification on this Head, I refer to the Words 
of theCommittee,-(5) who have undoubtedly inform'd / 
themſelves as well as this Gentleman could: And 
from the Circumſtances of their keeping the Caſtle ſo 
long cloſe beſieg'd, and burning the Town before 
their re, I think it very evident they were in 
Poſſeſſion of it. Had they been furniſh'd with the 
ſame Bombs and Artillery in that real Siege, ' which 
were employ d to ſo little Purpoſe in this, and with a $4. 
like Force and Number of Veſſels to prevent Sup- +31 
phes, it is ſcarcely to be doubted but the brave Col: 
Moore had given a much better account of the Place. 

I acknowledge with Pleafure my Error in the next 
Paragraph, as I muſt have been miſtaken in affirm- . 
ing, that Col. Palmer deſtroy'd and plunder'd theTown 4 
of Auguſtine, fince I think Mr. Cadogan rightly aſſerts 
it to be a ſmall Indian Town, tho* greatly nearer Au- | 
guſt ine than he admits, which is not very material, as £91 
the two Crowns were then at Peace. But that this ; 
was only a Miftake, and void of Malignity, muſt be 14 
evident, ſince I declare the thing «por the beſt of my $14 
Recollection, and ſuppoſe the Colonel to have had 100 BY 
Men more with him, than the Committee, (c) who wk 
certainly knew, allow,

60 Col. More accordingly 
vndertook an Expedition againſt 
it, with about 50 Whites and 
500 Indians. He himſelf with 
400 of the Whites proceeded in 
the Veſſels directly to the Bar of 
St. Auguſtine Harbour; whilſt 
Col. Daniel, landing at St. John's, 
march'd directly from thence, 
with the other Hundred, and the 
IJndiant, and enter'd the Town 
with them only, the ſame Day 
as the Veſſels appear'd in Sight. 
This little Army kept the Cattle 
aloſe beſieg d above three Months, 
and repell'd ſeveral Sallies, with 
the Loſs of very few Men. Yet

(c) The Government judging 
it neceflary to chaſtiſe at leaſt 
thoſe Indians, commiſſion'd Col. 
Palmer tor that Purpoſe inſtantly ; 
who with about 100Whites, .and 
the like Number of our Indians, 
landed at St. Fobn's, and having 
leſt a ſufficient Number to take 
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* His Method of charging me with a long Train of 
Miſrepreſentations, in Regard to the Tranſaftions and 
Debates on the Expedition, is new and extraordinary; 
as he tells us, to prove them, he ſhall fairly Rate the 
whole Proceeding. Now it ſeems his Way of ſtating 
Things is to be his Proof here and elſewhere ; but I 
muſt ſuppoſe our reciprocal Aſſertions of equal Au- 
thority with the Publick, and to have effectually diſ- 
prov'd mine, he muſt have produc'd further Evidence. 
This Sort of Proof or ſtating then he begins, by 
taking ſuch Care to evince His Excellency's Warmth 
and Promptneſs in propoſing and planning the Expe- 
dition, as might induce us to expect no ſmall Vigour 
in the Execution of it. His firſt Eſtimate, we are 
agreed, the Province thought themſelves unequal to 
the Expence of. But what Truth or Juſtice can there 
be in his accuſing them of debating away the Time 
for Action, ſince that Eſtimate is in a Letter dated (d) 
January 24, at Frederica (which Mr. Cadogan p. 6. 
calls the Beginning of January) and their Reſolution, 
that they cannot ſuſtain ſuch an Expence, was made the 
5th of February following, which can be no great De- 
lay, if we allow for the Arrival of the Eſtimate at 
Charles Town, and admit People to conſider what they 
are able to do, before they ſet about it. On which 
5th of February they alſo paſs d a Vote for granting 
1200007. Currency (full 17000/. Sterling) towards the 
Expedition, if the General thinks it likely to ſucceed. 
On the gth of the ſame Month a Committee are di- 
refed to calculate what Forces and Neceſſaries that 
Sum 


diſcover'd to the Yamaſee Town, 
within a Mile of St. Augustine. 
He attack'd it at once, killed 
ſeveral of theſe Indians, took 
ſeveral Priſoners, and drove the 
reſt into the very Gates of 
St. Auguſtine Caſtle, where they 
were ſhelter'd. And having de- 
ſtroyed their Town he return'd.

Carolina with. To ſay little of my miſrepreſenting, 
Indolence, Infatuation and idle Debates are the modeſt 
and polite Terms, with which this ingenuous Writer 
would gladly characterize the loyal and rational Deli- 
berations of a Britiſh Government. But it will remain 
with the Impartial to determine to whom ſuch Impu- 
tations equitably belong. 
is admitted indeed, that in his Eſtimate for this 
fudden Attempt, his Excellency obſerves, that if the 
Preparations for it cannot be completed, to ſet out 
from Charles Town within 14 Days, the Enterprize 
will hardly ſucceed.

tion. As tho* there muſt be an Expedition at all 
Events, and a bad one was better than nbne, ſince 
the Province of Carolina was to pay for it. At this 
Conference, inſtead of that pathetic and prudent 
Speech of his Excellency's, p. 10 and 11, (which, for 
the Sake of a little Truth, may very probably have 
been made at Frederica, ſince the Siege of Auguſtine) 
he very audibly us'd the ſame Arguments, and 
in the ſame Expreſſions I have cited in the Impartial 
Account p. 18 and 19, to induce the Committee to 
report in Favour of the Attempt. To which the 
Lieut. Governor and both Houſes were Witneſſes, 
and which the Committee of Conference, who I think 
were not honour'd with this knowing Author's Pre- 
ſence, have accordingly reported in nearly the ſame 
Terms. There is but little Difficulty in making theſe 
After Speeches very ſaving and ſagacious, tho? the 
Diſingenuity of ſuch Practices is too naked to require 
a Comment, and muſt excite the ſerious Indignation 
of every honeſt Spirit. 

This fallible Gentleman charges his Pampbleteer 
with a fundamental Error, p. 7, where he affirms, 
© I ſtate the Aſſembly's gradual Reductions of the

Here then are the Authorities and Informations on 
which I have grounded my Aſſertions, that the Plan 
agreed to by the Aſſembly, tho' indeed never proſe- 
cuted by the General, was his own Plan, and that the 
Sum voted for it was the only Reduction made or at- 
tempted. Lieut. Cadogan ſays; he was yet to learn 
on this Head,” and if he pleaſes, he may accept of 
theſe Proofs, inftead of that naked and unlikely 
Hiſtory, p. 8. of Governor Bull's privately defiring the 
General to make a ſudden Attack, and expect more 
Succour to follow.

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Spaun of Buccaneers, Sons of Pirates, without their 


Courage, &c. ſuch Freedoms are not a little aggra- 
vated by the peculiar Fitneſs and Conſequence of the 
Cenſor, whoſe Name introduces this Performance. Was 
he a Neſtor, a Man of Experience and Sagacity in 
the Cabinet himſelf, or a young Perſon, whoſe Place 
and Duty rather exacted his Obedience and Confor- 
mity, than priviledg'd even his Advice? Was not his 
firſt Station of any Note or Advantage a Lieute 
in the Regiment of the Province he has labour'd to 
abuſe ? Was he not continually receiv'd as a Gentle- 
man throughout the Province, he, who has endea- 
vour'd to retaliate the Civility, by an obliging Accu- 
mulation of Slander and Ribaldry ?

muſt, without firing or receiving Fire on this impor- 
tant Occaſion. I have been aſſur'd, that, to be rigidly 
hiſtorical here, I muſt have recorded, that Lieut. Tid- 
dyman of the Phenix was the Individual, V boſe Foot 
firſt preſ£d the Anaſtatian Shore, but ſuch a Circum- 
ſtance ſhall not induce me to allow him the Virginity 
of this grand Deſcent, which he muſt have enterpriz'd 
only as a Proxy, fo that I fully accord to the General's 
landing irt To him wherefore be due Laud and 
Glory. | aw” 
The other great Miſtake, which he calls an ab/olute 
Falſhoed is, not about landing, attacking, or acting, 
but retreating, ſince herein alſo may be Honour. 'He 
is very angry that I have not recorded what he mag- 
nifies as the General's ſecuring the Retreat of theWhole, 
and arriving at St. John's three Days after Col. Van- 
derduſſen. If this was an Omiſſion of the leaſt Im- 
portance, as no Body obſtructed their Retreat, it was 
more than'I knew or apprehended; and if the General 
Join'd the Colonel here upon the Retreat, inſtead of 
the Colonels joining him (whether the Fact be fo or 
not) I am content, if that will appeaſe him.

Beſides where (q) were the Spaniſh Launches, 
taken in Diego Creek? By the Way, where was the 
Conſequence of the General's keeping Poſſeſſion of this 
Shore and Inlet at St. John's, as he is ſaid to have 
propos'd? Did he ever meet with the leaſt Oppoſition 
at entering any Inlet, or landing on any Part of the 
Coaſt ? But there is ſome Dexterity in appearing buſy 
and wiſe, tho' to no End or Purpoſe.

* Precaution and Foreſight to garriſon Fort Diego as 
© a Place of Retreat, without reflecting that I added,

of an Argument at home, ke is reduc'd to depend on 
a plain Irony of mine. It ſeems the ordinary Num- 
ber of the Spaniſh Garriſon was (d) 16 Men and a Ser- 
jeant.

Suppoſe, inſtead of ſerving as a Retreat to Col. Pal- 
mer*s ſmall Party, that Garriſon, or the better Part 
of it, had been ſpar'd to ſtrengthen them, and a Com- 
munication had been preſerv*d by the General, to ſup- 
port them when attack'd, inſtead of leaving them a 
Refuge 25 Miles off (when the Enemy had à large 
Body of regular Horſe too) would it not have look'd 
altogether as prudent and rational? But this inſenſibly 
leads me to the Affair of Mocſa, which, being a very 
dirty Buſineſs, our Author is glad to keep clean from, 
by referring to a Letter call d Lieut. Hugh Mackay's, 
which was printed indeed, as he ſays, and gratuitouſly 
diſtributed too here, from different Quarters, and from 
one, where an honeſt Man would not have thought of 
enquiring for it. But this Method of evading that ca- 
pital Point muſt appear to be a very weak Refuge from 


my Bitter Reflections on it, as the Author of Mackay's 


Letter does not pretend to have ſeen the Impartial Ac- 
count, produces no Evidence for any thing he aſſerts, and 
indeed neither, obviates nor replies to any one Reflection 
of mine, on the Incident he is profeſſedly confin'd to.

That the Col. frequently gave 
the ſaid Capt. Mackay and 
Mactintoſb Advice, which they 
never took. Particularly, that 
they ſhould riſe all at four every 
Morning, and ſtand to their 
Arms; becavſe the Indian, are 
conſtantly us'd to make an Attack 
juſt before Break of Day. That 
he often went twice in a Morn- 
ing into the Fort to rouſe them 
up, but that it did not ſeem to 
be regarded by them.

Mooja. But we have already prov'd in the Notes, that 
he himſelf wrote, and not Col: Palmer, June 13, in 
the Stile of commanding Officer too, and without 
mentioning him; and that he open'd a Letter directed 
to the commanding Officer. But this Confeſſion would 
ul comport with that Obedience and Submiſſion, he 
has fo ſolemnly, and inſincerely, profeſs'd to Col. Pal- 
mer's Orders.

Nt length the Gentleman ſeems tir'd of expoſing

I cannot conclude this Reply, without horrowing 
ſome Obſervations, on the Character and Conduct of 
Mr. Caleb Davis, a Perſon conſiderably confided in 
by his Excellency, and diſtruſted in War time by 
moſt others. My only Knowledge of him is, that he 
formerly dealt largely to Auguſtine (and probably may 
now) that he was arreſted by his Merchants in Charles 
Town, where believe he is {till conſiderably indebted ; 
that he was both a Trader and Navigator, and thought, 
in Carolina, to be as much a Roman Catholic as any 
thing elſe, and always ſuppos'd to have' a great Part 
of his Effects in Auguſtine; fo that he was generally 
conſider'd as much attach'd to the Spaniards, from In- 
tereſt at leaſt, But I am indebted to ſeveral Extracts 
from the Journals of Col. Szephens, Secretary to the 
Truſtees of Georgia, and a profeſs'd Worſhipper of 
the General, for the following Memoirs of this Perſon 
and his Conduct. 

Sept. 10. 1739, the Magiſtrates of Savannah hav- 
ing receiv'd an Account of the War with Spain, with 
* ſome Difficulty made Caleb Davis bring up his Sloop

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< from Tybee, where ſhe lay, in order to proceed on 4 
Voyage to Auguſtine, to her former anchoring Place. 
< Notwithſtanding which Precaution to prevent any In- 
s telligence going by Davis to Auguſtine, they found him 
© on the 12th, endeavouring to elude it, which greatly 
* alarm'd them. Upon which, the Magiſtrates meeting, 
© required à Bond of 500 l. Sterling for himſelf, and 
© 250l. each, from two Sureties, that be would not 
< proceed further in that Affair, till the General ar- 
© rived there, which he agreed to. But when this 
Bond was executed, it appearing to reftrain his Veſſel 
* only, they found, on the 13th, that Davis was pre- 
< paring ſecretly for his Departure, and to take others

It appear d Sept. 18, 1739, that Davis was ſtill 
< carrying on his Defign of going ſecretly to Auguſtine; 
and the Magiſtrates being inform d, that his Sloop, 
* ſent thit her about two Months before, was return d; 
but, on ſome Secret Advice ſent down to her, was ſent 
Back, as they ſuppos d, to prevent any Examination 
© about her, the Magiſtrates thought it highly neceſſary 
© to arreſt bim; but, in Regard to his ill State of 
Health, order'd him into Confinement at his own Lodg-

* The General arriving at Savannah Sept. 24, con- 
* ferr d privately with Davis, and remanded him to his 
* Confinement till another Day, and, ſometime betæveen 
* that and the 29th of the ſame Month, diſcharg'd him, 
* on giving his ſingle Bond of 1001. Sterling, not 10 
* go to any Spaniſh Port, and to be of good Behaviour. 
* And he obtained the General's Confidence ſufficiently 
to turn his Sloop into a Privateer, which his Excel- 
cellency would grant him a Commiſſion for commanding. 
So that he now appear'd as earneſt to plunder the

This Arreſt, we muſt obſerve, was for High Trea- 
ſon, at the Inſtance, and upon the Accuſation of Lieut; 
Col. Cook, after theſe People were gone from him, 
The Colonel had before propos'd to him to pilot the 
Barges in, in Caſe the half Gallies were attack'd, 
and promis'd him a handſome Reward: To which he 
reply'd, he would not do it for Money, for he had 
ſome Thouſands Sterling in the Place, to which he 
pointed. And his Honour and Loyalty being pro-

s'd as Conſiderations to him, he reply d, that ſome 


People in Charles Town had us'd him ill, and declin'd 
it. The Colonel's Charge being direct and poſitive, 
the General ſent an Order to Col. Vanderduſſen, to cauſe 
him to be arreſted, and ſent ſafely to Helles, where 
we have ſince heard he had a Kind of 1 ryal, to 
which it is certain, his Accuſer was never * 
an 
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und where he is ſaid to have been diſcharg'd, for Want 
of Evidence, in his Excellency's Preſence: Since which 
time we have ſeen an ¶fidavit of the ſaid Caleb Davis's, 
{as Aid de Camp to the General) in a Carolina Gazettey 
relating to the late Spaniſh Invaſion. We ſhall leave 
theſe Hin s without any Remark, tho” it is much to be 
doubted, whether ſuch Proofs or Preſumptions of 
Diſloyalty will ever appear againſt Mr. Stirling, or any 
of thoſe whom his Excellency's Agents have branded 
for Spies and Hirelings, as do evidently here againſt 
his Captain and Aid de Camp. 
"And with Regard to the late Invaſion of Georgia, 
tho we are certain and rejoice, that the Enemy be- 
hav d as inoffenſively there, as we did at Auguſtine; and 
in Truth ow'd us ſuch a Piece of Civility ; yet as the 
Particulars, of what Action there was, come only 
from Hands, who are ſufficiently intereſted to exagge- 
rate them, there can be no bad Senſe, and even litle 
ul Will in a reaſonable Suſpence and Heſitation: 
Some late Paragraphs from Frederica being evidently 
redoubled on the Publick, and no Art nor' Induſtry 
omitted, to arrive at Money, thro* Reputation. 
Thus have] at length diſcharg'd the publick En- 
gagement I voluntarily embrac'd. I have made eve 
Conceſſion, that Truth and Fact would ſuffer me to 
make. I have admitted, that it was only a little Indian 
Town, tho' very near to Auguſtine, which Col. Pal- 
mer deſtroy'd. I have admitted, that his Excellency 
might land fit on Anaſtatia; and ſince Lieut. 
Mackay will have it, that he was almoſt up to his Neck 
in Water, let it be ſo, as he landed ſafely, I am 
little concęrn'd about the Soundings. I have ac- 
quitted him of all Severity in the noble Adventure 
of the Pluck. I have ſuppos'd him to arrive at 
St. John's after the Carolina Regiment; and I have 
prov'd every thing beſides, which my Detecter has 
cenſur'd as falſe ; and, by Conſequence, have diſprov'd 
the moſt of what he has advanc'd as true: 1 have 
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waited on him, I think, thro* every Paragraph of the 
leaſt Moment; and perhaps been but too circumſtantial 
for the Staleneſs of the Subject, and the naked Aſſer- 
tions, with which he deſign'd a ſudden Attempt on my 
Tmpartial Account; ſome material Parts of which he 
has judiciouſly evaded, which muſt of Courſe be taken 
for granted. And I believe it will be evident to every 
exact Reader, that, beſides the Confirmation of my firſt 
Pamphlet, I have alſo, in this Reply, added and de- 
monſtrated ſome further Particulars, which make a 
full Amends for any Defect or Shortneſs in that; and 
which may poſſibly convince the Author of the Spa- 
niſh Hireling, that it might have been as wiſe, on his 
Part, to have conſider'd the whole Enterprize as a 
ſhapeleſs Abortion, at the beſt, that ſhould have been 
conſign'd to all poſſible and ſpeedy Obſcurity. 

I might undoubtedly have | contented myſelf with 
demonſtrating, in a more ſummary Way, that his 
Excellency advis'd this Expedition, and undertook it 
upon ſuch Contributions, as Carolina cou'd afford and 
perform'd ;, and on ſuch a Scheme of his, as ſeem'd 
feaſible to them.---That they were always ready to 
confer with him about it, and waited for his Preſence 
2 conſiderable Time for that Purpoſe.---That he never 
attempted an Execution of that Surprize, or ſudden 
Attempt, which was his own Propoſal, and undoubt- 
edly their greateſt Inducement to engage in it.---That 
he did not forbear this /udden Attempt, in Conſequence 
of any Counſel or Deliberation of his Officers, but 
even contrary to their Sentiments, and the Offers of 
Col. Palmer, and ſome Volunteers in the Carolina Re- 
giment.— That after taking Fort Diego, May 12, 

till the Beginning of June, when he advanc'd to Au- 
guſtine, the Time was loſt in very fatiguing and un- 
profitable Marches and Countermarches, under a 
wretched Diſtribution of Proviſion, and other diſpi- 
riting and unneceſſary Hardſhips.--- That he ſent a 
Party, not exceeding 140, on the Main, under the 
verbal Command of _ Palmer, who told him they 
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nere too few, and-forewarn'd him, That be was going 
to ſacriſice them. That he never preſerv'd a Commu- 
nication with them, nor ſupply'd them with Provi- 
ſions, nor reinforc'd them as he had promis'd; and 
that being thus entirely deſerted, they were cut off in 
Spight of Col. Palmer's Endeavours to purſue the 
General's Directions, to which his own Officers were 
refractory. That ſuch Directions, however obſerv'd, 
were inſufficient to preſerve ſuch a ſmall, expos'd 
Party. That in the mean time the reſt of the Army 
was divided by a wide River from the Enemy, and out 
of Reach of their Shot. That he imprudently and 
unjuſtly, diſguſted the Indian Allies before Auguſtine. 
That he broke the Stipulations enter'd into with the 
Province of Carolina, and cauſeleſsly maltreated the 
Volunteers, who went with a real Deſign to attack the

And on the laſt Account, wherein 1 
faw a Britiſh Province deeply concern'd, and perhaps 
the Kingdom it ſelf 2 kth intereſted, J have been 
Lincerely careful to diſtmguiſh the Infuſions of Zeal 
from the Inſpirations of Truth and Juſtice. If Mr,
